The Unionist amend­ 
ments, which have been the subject 
of long debate, covered 345 pages of 
parliam entary paper. 
The bill received a setback on No­ 
vember 12, when during the debate on 
the financial provisions the Union­ 
ists defeated the government in a 
snap division by a majority of twen­ 
ty-two.

was reached. The house, on the mo­ 
tion of the premier, negatived its orig 
inal financial resolution, the amend­ 
ment of which by Sir Frederick Ban­ 
bury led to the trouble and another 
resolution was substituted for it.
